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Washington, June 23.—Forma] an- 


nouncement of the purpose of 
the 


government to prosecute the Stand- 
ard Oil Company was made on Fri- 
day by Attorney General Moody. It 
appears from his statement that the 
proceedings in the first instance will 
he had under the terms of the Elkins 
law, which prohibits rebates in inter- 


state commerce. 


The attorney general, however, 


gives notice that in all probability 
should the investigation he is still 
making justify it, he will bring furth- 
er action against the Standard Oil 
Company under the 
terms of 
the 


Sherman anti-trust law, and also will 
take steps to insure against the con- 
tinuance on the part of the company 
of discriminations 
in 
trade 
and 


transportation not now subject to 
prosecution under existing laws, but 
especially provided against in 
the 


pending rate bill. The attorney gen- 
eral's statement follows: 


"After full consideration of all the 


evidence now available, including the 
report of the commissioner of cor- 
porations and the evidence taken by 
the interstate commerce commission, 
I have reached the conclusion that 
criminal proceedings 
against 
the 


Standard Oil Company should be be- 
gun in certain cases where there ap- 
pears to have been a violation of the 
laws regulating interstate commerce 
and prohibiting rebates and other un- 
lawful discriminations. Accordingly, 
such proceedings will be begun 
at 


once in the appropriate judicial dis- 
tricts. These cases are regarded and 
will be treated as of importance, as 
it seems clear that in so far as the 
Standard Oil Company has obtained 
monopolistic 
control 
of interstate 


trade, that control has been in large 
degree made possible by 
discrimin- 


ations in 
transportation 
rates or 


facilities, the discriminations 
being 


in some cases in violation of law and 


in other cases, though Injurious to 
the public -welfare, not in violation of 
law and, therefore, only subject 
to 


such correction as may be afforded 
by the railway rate legislation now 
pending in Congress. 


'•I shall continue the investigation 


of the affairs of the Standard Oil 
Company, and of such companies as 
have been or may be brought to the 
attention of this department, with 
the view of ascertaining whether or 
not there has been any violation of 
the anti-trust act or of ajay other fed- 
eral law. This investigation will re- 
quire assistance outside of the de- 
partment and I have employed as 
special counsel Frank B, Kellogg of 
St. Paul, .who was one of the counsel 
for tne government in the recently 
terminated 
litigation against 
the 


Western 
Paper 
organization, and 


Charles B. Morrison of Chicago, now 
United States attorney for the north 
era district of Illinois. 
Mr. Morri- 


son will soon resign his place as dis- 
trict attorney. 


"The course of action I have stated 


has received the 
approval of the 


President and all the members of the

This 
seaweed grows in a very curious man- 
ner. Large quantities of it arc found 
at a little d&iauce from shore uud at 
depths not exceeding 'MO feet 
On 


loamy bottoms large thickets of this 
plant take root, and a stem of the 
thickness of ordinary cord grows up- 
ward. At Its top there Is a pear shaped 
balloon, which grows with the stem, 
and when it reaches the surface of the 
water it often measures six feet and 
more in length, with a diameter of four 
feet six inches. This balloon has. of 
course, an upward tendency and keeps 
the stem growing until it floats on the 
surface of the water. From the top of 
this balloon u large tuft of strong, 
thick, spadelike leaves grow out, which 
originally are not more than two feet 
long and which grow and split until 
from the balloon a rosellke growth of 
from fifty to sixty-five feet in diame- 
ter covers the water. This gigantic 
weed grows in such quantities that 
near the shore large mendowlike is- 
lands are formed, -which impede navi- 
gation. The natives of the Aleutian 
islands make manifold usage of this 
plant From their strong dried stems 
they make ropes 250 feet and more 
long, while balloons of this weed fur- 
nish them with large vessels after they 
are dried, the smaller ones being used 
in their boats to bail out water. The 
long leaves, after being dried, are cut 
Into narrow strips and used for wicker- 
work, the making of baskets and simi- 
lar furniture.

ipp who owns a thousand deer Is a 


very rich man; but, as taxes are as- 
sessed upon the number of deer, he is 
inclined to underestimate his herd. 
The most dangerous enemy to the herd 
Is the wolf, who, If so disposed, can 
kill thirty deer in a night A band of 
wolves can make a rich Lapp poor. 
When the snow is deep and soft and 
It is announced that wolf tracks have 
been seen in the neighborhood of the 
deer the swiftest runners on snow- 
shoes prepare for an exciting chase. 
The wolf may have a start of a mila 
or two, but the track it leaves in the 
deep, soft snow is so prominent that 
the hunters can follow it at their best 
speed. 


The wolf, though he may run fast, 


has but slight chance of escaping the 
short men who on snowshoes rush 
through the wood, dart down steep 
hills and jump from ledges several 
yards in height Each hunter does his 
best to outrun the others, for the wolf 
belongs to the Lapp who strikes the 
first blow. 
As soon as the leading 


hunter is close enough to the wolf he 
gives it a heavy blow across the loins 
with bis strong spiked snowshoe staff. 
If there are other wolves to be pur- 
sued, he kills it outright; if not, be 
disables it and waits till all the hunt- 
ers arrive before giving the death 
stroke.

Undoubtedly one of the most remark- 


able springs in the world has recently 
been discovered in New Mexico. It is 
literally a spring, says the Engineering 
and Mining Journal, saturated with 
sodium 
sulphate. 
Distilled 
water 


weighs S.33 pounds to the gallon. Th6 
water of this spring weighs 10.66 pounds 
per gallon; and evaporation yields 3:13 
pounds of dry solid matter, of which S3 
per cent, is sulphate of soda, crystalliz- 
ing out chemically pure. 


The sulphate of soda crystal contains 


57 per cent, water. At 110 degrees F. it 
melts in its own water of crystalliza- 
tion; and the temperature of the sprinc 
being slightly in excess of 110 degrees 
F., the saturated liquid upon overflow- 
ing and cooling immediately forms a 
crystalline mass like ice. 


The natural inquiry arises as to the 


deposit or accumulation of ages from 
this spring; for, unless it discharged 
into a stream of fresh water, the deposit 
would be vast in extent. No more fit- 
ting location could be imagined, for it 
is In the lowest portion of a vast sink 
or basin, scores of miles in extent.
